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STOLEN $2,000,000 DIAMOND 
RECOVERED, THIEVES CAUGHT 


Grand Conde Hidden in Apple — Chamber- 
maid’s Chance Bite Leads to Arrest of 
Chantilly Chateau Burglars. 


By the Associated Press 
PARIS, Dec. 20.—The famous 


Rose diamond, known as the 
“Grand Conde,’’ valued at more 
$2,000,000, which was stolen 
from the gem tower in the chat- 
eau of the Duc d’Aumale in Chan- 
tilly early in October, has been re- 
covered. 

Two of the alleged thieves, Leon 
Kaulfer and Emile Souter, have 
been arrested and are reported to 
have confessed. Two receivers cf 
the stolen goods who sold a fortune 
in smaller jewels which were part 
of the loot in October, also were 
arrested. while other accomplices 
are sought. 

The thieves got only 30,000 
francs (about $1200). They took 
the various smaller stones from 
their mountings, threw the settings, 
some of which were of great value, 
into the Seine, and sold the jewels 
to reputable jewelers. 

It was announced by the au- 


thorities this afternoon that the 
rose diamond was discovered hid-

The chateau and its contents 
were presented to the French Gov- 
ernment as a museum by the Duc 
d’Aumale, who died in 1897.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20. — Singing 
over the prospect of employment. 
30 men answering the help wanted 
advertisement of a New Jerrry 
manufacturing plant, rode to th-ir 
death in the icy waters of the Hu4- 
son River today when ice flocs 
crushed the launch transporting 
them. The death list was expeored 
to be increased to almost 40 wh.n 
the work of grapplers had been 
com pleted. Besides the known 
dead and the missing, 24 men wore 
confined in hospitals suffering from 
submersion. . 

There were said to have been 62 
men in the boat. 

. The fact that the applicants had 
been singing on the pler vefore en- 
tering the launch was believed tw 
have contributed to the slowness of 
rescue work. Persons on shore who 
heard the screaming of the drown. 
ing men paid no attention, th'ak- 


ing that the sounds were mersly 
continued singing. 


Crushed in Midstream. 
The launch “Linseed King” left 


the Ninety-fifth street pier about 
7 a. m. Off 254th street tt was 
caught between great cakes which 
cracked its frame and ripped open 
its sides. 

As the water came pouring in 
the employes, about half of whom 
were Negroes, rushed from the 
cabin and plunged into the water. 
Almost immediately the Linseed 
King sank to the water level and 
many of the freezing men clung to 
its sides while others crawled onto 
pieces of floating Ice. 


Tugs hurried to the resoue bu’ 


many of the survivors had strue 
gled half an hour fn the iey wate. 
before they were rescued. 

The first boat to reach the scene 
was the tug Buffalo. More than 
a score of almost frozen men were 
taken on board and rushed to th:

The box in the 
mailing room, which he should 
have rung next, was not rung, al- 
though he must have passed it. as 
his body was found considerably 
beyond.
